1 . Claims 1-13, 1 7-29 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Bergman (6,558,589) discloses an injection molding apparatus, comprising a male and a 
female mold, a pair of mold halves for supporting the male and female molds, a pressure 
chamber located between the male/female mold and the first/second mold halves for maintaining 
a constant compression force between the molds throughout the molding process. 

However, Bergman fails to disclose that the molds are capable of moving toward and 
away from each other by the pressure chamber from first position to a second position (claims 1, 
26) within the mold halves to vary the volume of the cavity (claims 1 8, 22) during the molding 
process.
